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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 6, 9, 10, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ramaswamy et al (Ramaswamy), WO 99/31860. 

Regarding claim 6, Ramaswamy discloses a communication system, comprising 
a first and second wireless communication terminals (page 3, lines 11-13); a base 
station (110) including a detector which detects failure of power to the base station, a 
switch which connects a power supply of the first terminal to the base station in 
response to a power failure signal output from the detector, and an inherent processor 
which manages communications between the second terminal and the base station 
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while the base station receives power from the power supply of the first terminal (page 
4, line 10-page 5, line 28). 

Regarding claim 9, Ramaswamy discloses the system of claim 6, wherein the 
power supply of the first terminal includes a battery (page 3, lines 11-14). 

Regarding claim 10, Ramaswamy discloses the system of claim 6, wherein the 
base station includes an indicator (which reads on the signal sent to the handsets) 
which activates when the detector detects said power failure (page 5, lines 21-28). 

Regarding claim 12, Ramaswamy discloses a method for controlling a 
communication system comprising; detecting a failure of power to a base station; 
connecting a power supply of a first wireless communication terminal to the base station 
in response to the detecting step; and managing communication between a second 
wireless communication terminal and the base station while the base station receives 
power from the power supply of the first terminal (page 4, linel 0-page 5, line 28). 

Regarding claim 15, Ramaswamy discloses the method of claim 12, wherein the 
power supply of the first terminal includes a battery (page 3, lines 11-14). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 11,16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ramaswamy. 

Regarding claims 11,16 and 17, Ramaswamy discloses the system/method of 
claims 10 and 12 as described above and further discloses sending a signal originating 
from the base station to the remote handsets in order to alert a user of the detected 
power failure. 

Ramaswamy, however fails to specifically disclose an indicator, such as an LED, 
located on the base station. 

The examiner contends, however, that such an alerting feature is well known in 
the art, and the examiner takes official notice as such. 

Therefore, at the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Ramaswamy with the teachings of well known prior art 
for the purpose of visually notifying a user in the vicinity of the base station that a power 
failure has occurred.
